PrPMM— The Franco-American troops advanced late this 
^ f c f t e r n o o n on Soissons, Chateau Thierry front, averaging 
about a mile and a quarter. Vicious German machine gun 
fire southwest of Soissons hampered the advance only a 
short time. 
In the same section Germans attempted to 
use tanks but a hot fire soon compelled the tanks to re­ 
treat. 
The advance began with a barrage opening at 5:30 
oclock. 
Tanks were sent in by the allies to assist the in­ 
fantry and machine gunners and the Germans endeavored 
to stem the tide with heavy shell fire. 
Southwest of Sois­ 
sons the Germans repeatedly attempted to reach the al­ 
lies big guns. 
The Germans firing continued until long 
after dark but the French and American guns responded 
in kind, and gave full protection to the allied forces as 
they advanced along the line. 
Several towns were cap­ 
tured. 
Heavy reinforcements were rushed up from the north 
the German command in a desperate effort to head off 
the hard fighting allies, whose rapid advance would, if 
continued sever the German lines of communication. 
There are still strong German forces south 
of the 
Marne. 
C apture 17,000 Prisoners 
PARIS, July 19.— The Franco-American offensive be­ 
tween the Aisne and the Marne has yielded thus far 17,- 
000 prisoners and more than 360 guns, captured by the 
allies, according to the war office announcement tonight. 
All day the battle raged violently. 
The French have held 
their positions on the plateaux southwest of Soissons and 
have made important advances at various points.

They 
were uncertain w hether the vessel was sunk from a to r­ 
pedo from a subm arine or by a m ine. The cru ise r rem ain­ 
ed afloat thirty-six minutes after she was struck. 
T he torpedo or mine struck th e ship just a f t of m id­ 
ship blowing up the boilers. 
One o f the sailors declared 
the guns of the cruiser w ere fired a t what a p p e a re d to be 
a periscope. 
T he survivors who landed here num bered 35 includ­ 
ing six officers. 
T he captain and first officer o f the San D iego w ere 
the last to leave the sinking cruiser. 
Heavy explosions 
heard here late today w ere believed to indicate that some 
of the patrol boats which dashed to th e aid of th e cruiser 
had m et a G erm an subm arine a n d were giving battle. 
The explosions continued until afte r 8 o’clock tonight and 
m ariners living here declared they sounded a s if depth 
bombs were being dropped. 
Several barrels of crude oil, one of them b a d ly charred 
floated ashore n ear here and this w as believed to indi­ 
cate the possibility that a tank steam shin also had been 
sunk. 


N E W YORK, July 19.— German submarines appear 
to have renewed operations off the American coast. The 
United States armored Cruiser San Diego w a s sunk not 
far from the entrance of New York harbor today. 
Cir­ 
cumstantial reports reaching here indicate that she was 
torpedoed. 
There were also reports tonight 
(not con­ 
firmed) that other ships had been attacked, o n e a coast 
wise passenger ship. 
W hether there had been a toll o f lives ta k en on the 
San Diego was not known up to the late evening hours. 
Not more than 335 had been accounted for out o f a crew 
of 1,144 men aboard the warship o f which 
some 300 
reached New York on a tank steamship at IO o ’clock to­ 
night. 
Thirty-two, a lieutenant, an ensign and thirty sailors 
were landed iii life boats this afternoon on the Long 
Island shore. 
Survivors were reported to have been picked up by 
other ships, however, and to be on their w a y to New 
York. 
The San Diego was sunk at 11 :30 a. rn., about ten 
miles southeast of Fire Island light which is o ff the Long 
sland shore about fifty mi le s east of the entrance to New 
York harbor and on the marine hig h w a y of trans-Atlantic 
ships bound in and out of port. 
Altho the navy department announced that the cause 
of the loss of the San Diego had not been determined, in­ 
formation received from reliable sources in the afternoon 
indicated submarines had struck her. 
M aintain Navy Traditions 
POINT O ’ WOODS, N. Y.. July 19.— An hour before 
the San Diego was struck a barrel floating thru the water 
so fast it was believed it might conceal a periscope was 
sighted by the lookout and a double watch w a s posted. 
According to the survivors there was no excitement 
after the explosion. 
The men were piped to their battle 
stations and by their coolness and courage maintained 
the traditions of the navy. 
All were provided with life 
belts and the ship’s boats were launched without mis­ 
hap. 
Many of the men leaped into the water when the 
decks were almost awash aru' were picked up by the life 
boats or by rescue ships. 
Several vessels summoned to 
the rescue by wireless calls for help soon arrived and 
gave aid in the work of rescue. 
Several of the boats put 
ashore at Fire Island. 
The gunners stood by until the last in the b e lief that 
htey might get a shot at the submarine if it was a torpedo 
which had struck the cruiser. They leap ed overboard just 
before the San Diego sank beneath th e waves. 
The sur­ 
vivors w h o landed here were given food and dry clothing 
after which they walked a mile across the beach to Great 
South Hay. where they were placed in power boats and 
taken to West Sayville.
